Two 
hymns were then sung and, after 
a prayer by the minister, Johnson 
stepped upon the trap without a 
tremor and said to Deputy Jones : 
"It's getting mighty hot. Sao how 
I am sweating. I*t us get through 
with this; I am ready." 

The straps wore quickly buckled 
about his wrists and ankles, tho 
noose adjusted, with the knot bo- 
hind the left ear, and the black 
cap drawn. Deputy Jones said 
"Coodby," Sheriff Sledd said "God 
have mercy on your soul," to 
which Johnson replied "Amen," 
and at 11:17 o'clock Deputy Jas. 
F. Stockdale pulled the lever. 

Johnson shot through the open- 
ing as straight as an arrow. The 
rope was too long and his foot hit 
the sod and sent tho body upward 
again. A second later it was no- 
ticed it was motionless, with the 
toes resting on the sod. Half a 
dozen convulsive jerks of the 
knees and shrugs of the shoulders 
and the body settled for the last 
time. Johnson was not dead. 
Though he was not breathing his 
heart was still beating and his 
pulse registered 102. Twenty-live 
minutes had elapsed when County 
Physician Pierce pronounced him 
dead. Coroner Kastin cut him 
down nud an examination by halt 
a dozen physicians proved he had 
died of strangulation, his neck 
having remained unbroken. 

The crime for which Johnson 
suffered death was the brutal mur- 
der of Policeman Charles Evans 
on the night of June 15. Evans, 
together with Officer Horace Lane, 
attempted to arrest Johnson, when 
tho negro drew his pistol and fired, 
the first shot striking Lane's stur, 
the second striking Evans in the 
stomach, from the effect of which 
wound he died the following day. 

Judge Cooper called a special 
term of court and Johnson was 
given a speedy, though fair and 
impartial trial, which resulted in 
his conviction and the imposing 
of the death penalty. 

Johnson was a desperate negro 
and had been guilty of many 
crimes, having just returned from 
the penitentiary Hour days pre- 
vious to the murder of Evans.

A much 
Uuger per cent of the children at- 
tend school than formerly, and 
bettor eshoolhouaet and better 
school furniture are being provid- 
ed. High schools are springing 
up all through this region and the 
desire for education is increasing 

steadily.

At 10 per cent it is $18,809, 
about 700 times as much. At 12 
per cent it amounts to $84.0' 
more than 4,000 times as much. 
At 18 per cent it amounts to $15,- 
145,007. At 24 per cent (which 
we sometimes hear talked of) it 
reaches the enormous sum of $2,- 
000,000,599. 

One dollar at compound inter- 
est at 84 per cent, for one hun- 
dred years, would produce a sum 
equal to our national debt. 
Interest eats night and day, and 
e more it eats the* hungrier it 
grows. The farmer in debt, lying 
awake at night, can. if he listens, 
hear it gnaw. If ho owes nothing 
he hears his corn grow. Get out 
of debt as soon as you possibly 
can. You have supported idle 
avarice and lazy economy long 
enough.
